For  the  Upper  Animas,  the  remedial  program  has  an  IA 
with  USACE  and  their  contractor,  CB&I  to  gather  and  organize  data  that  has  been  collected  in 
the  Upper  Animas  watershed  as  a “prelude”  to  the  scoping  of  an  Rl.
